SEED GRAIN SHOW 
CORN SECTION 


Every person expecting to attend the Corn Growers’ Convention 
or in any way interested in seed corn is requested to send at least one 
10-ear and one single ear exhibit to this show. Each exhibitor will be 
allowed to make one entry only in each class and no exhibit can be 
entered in more than one class. 

The corn in this show will be judged on the basis of the Utility 
score card a copy of which is to be found on page 6. A portion of the 
score secured in using this card is based upon a careful germination 
test. This test requires at least ten days. It will be necessary, there- 
fore, for all corn which is to be shown to be in Urbana by 5 P. M.y 
Saturday, January 7, and remain on exhibit until Friday, January 
27. All exhibits should be shipped by mail or express, allowing ample 
time on account of the holiday rush and marked, Utility Corn Show, 
Room 600, Agricultural Building, University of Illinois, Urbana, Illi- 
nois. 

Wednesday, January 25, has been designated as Corn Show Day. 
On this day the exhibitor will be able to see the germinating seed- 
lings from his sample of corn spread out before the sample thus giv- 
ing him an excellent opportunity to study the germination record and 
performance of his sample and make comparisons with the many other 
samples at the show. 

All corn exhibited is to remain the property of the exhibitor, 
hence each one is urged to send his very best seed corn and then fol- 
low it to the corn show in order to study its performance when scored 
on this new basis. No farmer sending corn can afford to miss attend- 
ing this show if it is at all possible for him to get here. 

No cash premiums will be offered as it is the intention in holding 
such a show to make it of the greatest educational value and thus 
offer an opportunity for comparisons and detailed studies of the grain 
on exhibit. The superior samples will be indicated by suitable rib- 
bons and the score cards will be found attached to the samples. 

Division of the State 

In order to provide for fairer competition among samples grown 
in various portions of the State, the Corn Growers’ Association rec- 
ognizes three general divisions of the State as follows: 

The northern district includes all counties north of the southern 
lines of Henderson, Warren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Livingston and 
Iroquois counties (crossing Ford County). 

The central district includes all counties between the southern 
boundary of the northern district and the line on the southern boun- 
dary of Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, Cumberland and 
Clark Counties. 

The southern district includes the counties south of the southern 
line of the central district. 

SMALL GRAIN AND SEED SECTION 

Entries in each of these classes will consist of one peck by weight 
of the grain or seed in question. (Exhibitors should be sure they have 
at least 15 pounds each of wheat, soybeans, and clover and a mini- 
mum of 8 pounds of oats.) 

As in the Corn Show, no cash premiums will be offered for any 
exhibits, but all prize winning samples will be indicated by suitable 
ribbons which become the property of the exhibitor. 

A representative sample of each of the entries of clover seed will 
be submitted to the State Seed Analyst and copy of his report will be 
attached to the respective exhibits. 

All samples should be in Urbana, Saturday, January 7, 1922. 

The same sections of the State as mentioned for corn will be ob- 
served in the wheat, oat, and soybean classes. 

All the clover seed classes are open to the entire State.

== fHE ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW is an educational enter- 

>\|| prise designed to promote greater interest in pure seed grains 
of adapted varieties and to encourage their more general pro- 
duction. No cash premiums are offered; the superior samples 
will be indicated by suitable ribbons. 

The Utility Score Card will be.used in judging all samples 
1 of corn. A careful germination test is the basis for a portion 
of the score. Not less than six, nor more than ten, kernels will 
be removed from each ear for the purpose of the test. These kernels will 
be drawn at regular intervals, progressing spirally from near the butt to 
near the tip. 


Picking out a winning ten-ear sample of corn for any corn show is 
difficult; but selecting a premium winner in a show for Utility Corn re- 
quires even more care, since the standards demand not only external 
beauty but the ability of the sample to produce sound, strong, vigorous 
seedlings. Experimental data have proved that the latter characteristics 
are associated with high yields of sound corn. The Second Annual Utility 
Show, held last year, brought forth many excellent samples. The per- 
centage of good samples should be much higher this year. 


In selecting your corn for this show, keep in mind sound, firm, heavy 
ears that are lustrous, or bright, and that have straight rows of medium- 
deep to deep, thick, sturdy kernels with a very small amount of soft 
starch at the top, or crown, of the kernel. Such ears will usually have 
a moderately wide kernel with a medium to medium-smooth indentation. 
Uniformity in a show sample should not be ignored and efforts should be 
made to have all ears approximately the same size, the same shade of color, 
possessing the same number of rows, and in so far as possible the same 
type of kernel. The minimum length of ear for Northern Illinois is 8% 
inches, while in Central and Southern Illinois it is 9% inches. 


There has been a tendency, perhaps an unintentional one, in the selec- 
tion of corn for Utility Shows to exaggerate the importance of indenta- 
tion. This character on the score card is given only five (5) points, while 
luster, kernel characteristics, and shank attachments are each given ten 
(10) points. It is to be hoped, therefore, that in selecting corn for the 
show the points of the score card (see page 2) will be accorded more 
nearly their relative importance. If this is done, more attention will be 
given “Kernel Characteristics,” “Kernel Composition,” “Luster or Polish,” 
and “Shank Attachments,” than has been given in the past.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


1. The state of Illinois, for purposes of this show, will be divided into 
three sections, as follows: 


(a) Northern Illinois. All counties north of the southern boun- 
daries of Henderson, Warren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Liv- 
ingston, and Iroquois counties (crossing Ford). 


(b) Central Illinois. All counties between the southern boundary 
of the Northern Section and the line on the southern boundary 
of Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, Cumberland, and 
Clark counties. 


(c) Southern Illinois. All counties south of the southern boundary 
of the Central Section. 


2. No exhibitor will be allowed to exhibit in more than one section. 
Samples must be entered for the section in which they were grown. 


3. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 


4. An exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels from 
the same row near the center of the ear, if he wishes to do so. If he 
desires to make a germination test, he is permitted to remove five kernels 
from each ear for this purpose. The kernels for the germination test 
should be removed progressing spirally from the butt to the tip of the ear. 


5. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one peck. 
6. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 


7. Exhibits should be in Urbana not later than Wednesday, January 
10, 1923. 


8. All exhibits must be sent prepaid, and should be address as fol- 
lows: ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW, Room 600 Agricultural Build- 
ing, University of Illinois, Urbana, Ill. 


Caution. The exhibitor’s name and address should be plainly written 
on the inside as well as on the outside of the package. 


Do not ship corn in light-weight, fragile boxes. A ten-ear sample 
packs nicely in a shot gun shell box. For larger shipments, a bushel 
apple box makes a substantial and handy container. 


GRAIN JUDGES EXAMINATION 


The annual examination given by the Illinois Corn Growers’ Associa- 
tion will be held Friday afternoon, January 26, 1923. 

On account of the change from a convention of two weeks to a ses- 
sion of five days, and the consequent difference in type of program, it has 
been impossible to arrange a time for giving a regular course of instruction 
in corn judging.

UTILITY CORN SECTION 
Tu FOURTH ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW will be held at the University of 


Illinois in connection with Farmers’ Week, January 21-25, 1924. The serious con- 

dition of most seed corn and the threatened seed corn scarcity of next spring make 

this show of peculiar interest this year, since every ten-ear sample of corn sent in 
will not only be scored as to its physical perfection, but a definite number of kernels will be 
removed from each ear on display for a careful germination test. 

Each sample of corn will be scored on its performance in this germination test. 
The Utility Score Card being used in this show places 35% of the total value of the sample 
on its performance on the germinator. Hence, any sample of corn scoring high in this show 
must be vital and vigorous—therefore, good seed corn. Wednesday, January 23d, has been 
designated as CORN SHOW DAY. On that afternoon the seedlings from each of the ten- 
ear samples will be on display in order that the owners and visitors may see just how each 
has performed during germination. 

The germinaton test requires ten days. This means that corn must be on the germi- 
nators not later than January 13th. It will be necessary, therefore, to have all samples in 
Urbana by 6:00 P. M., Wednesday, January 9, 1924. All exhibits should be shipped by 
express or parcel post, allowing plenty of time on account of the holiday rush. Mark ail 
packages—Illinois Seed Grain Show, Agricultural Building, Urbana, Illinois. 


ILLINOIS BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION CO-OPERATING 


Through the efforts of the Illinois Crop Improvement Association and the University 
of Illinois, the Agricultural Relations Committee of the Illinois Bankers’ Association en- 
dorsed this Utility Corn Show and recommended that the Bankers’ Association donate 
$500.00 to the University, to be awarded as premiums at this show. This is the first time in 
the history of corn shows at the University when cash prizes will be awarded. This insures a 
greater interest in the show and meny more entries from each of the three divisions of the 
State. 

For the purpose of this show, the State is divided into three parts as follows: 

NORTHERN ILLINOIS, including all counties north of the southern line of Hen- 
derson, Warren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Livingston, and Iroquois Counties, (crossing 
Ford County). 

CENTRAL ILLINOIS, including all counties between the southern boundary of 
the northern district and the line on the southern boundary of Jersey, Macoupin, Mont- 
gomery, Shelby, Cumberland, and Clark Counties.

In selecting corn for this show, the exhibitor should keep in mind sound, firm, heavy 
ears that are lustrous, or bright, and have straight rows of medium-deep to deep, thick, sturdy 
kernels, with a very small amount of soft starch at the top or crown of the kernel. Such 
ears will usually have a very moderately wide kernel with a medium to medium-smooth inden- 
tation. Uniformity in a show sample should not be ignored, and efforts should be made to 
have all ears approximately the same size, the same shade of color, possessing the same number 
of rows, and in so far as possible the same type of kernel. The minimum length of ear for 
Northern Illinois is 814 inches, while in Central and Southern Illinois it is 9% inches. 

There has been a tendency, perhaps an unintentional one, in the selection of corn for 
Utility Corn Shows to exaggerate the importance of indentation. This character on the score 
card is given only five (5) points, while lustre, kernel characteristics, and shank attachments 
are each given ten (10) points. It is to be hoped, therefore, that in selecting corn for this 
show the points of the score card (see page 2) will be accorded more nearly their relative 
importance.

In selecting corn for this show, the exhibitor should keep in mind sound, firm, heavy 
ears that are lustrous, or bright, and have straight rows of medium-deep to "deep, thick, 
sturdy kernels, with a very small amount of soft starch at the top or crown of the kernel. 
Such ears will usually have a very moderately wide kernel with a medium to medium- 
smooth indentation. Uniformity in a show sample should not be ignored, and efforts should 
be made to have all ears approximately the same size, the same shade of color, possessing 
the same number of rows, and in so far as possible the same type of kernel. The minimum 
length % ear for Northern Illinois is 8 1g inches, while in Central and Southern Illinois it is 
91% inches. 

There has been a tendency, perhaps an unintentional one, in the selection of corn 
for Utility Corn Shows to exaggerate the importance of indentation. This character on the 
score card is given only five (5) points, while lustre, kernel characteristics, and shank 
attachments are each given ten (10) points. It is to be hoped, therefore, that in selecting 
corn for this show the points of the score card (see page 2) will be accorded more nearly 
their relative importance. If this is done, more attention will be given ‘“‘Kernel Character- 
istics,’ “Kernel Composition,” ‘Lustre or Polish,” and “Shank Attachments,” than has 
been given in the past.

1. No exhibitor will be allowed to exhibit in more than one section. Samples must be 
entered for the section in which they were grown. 

2. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, but he will be 
confined to one entry in any given class. 

3. Entries in the Junior Classes are limited to regularly enrolled members of the 
4-H Corn Club. Counties are limited to one entry for each ten members completing the 
corn project. All Junior entries must be made thru the farm adviser or county club leader. 

4, An exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels from the same row 
near the center of the ear, if he wishes to do so.

6. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 

7. Shelled seed corn should be of the Utility type, carefully graded, uniform in size 
and shape of kernel, and typical of what the exhibitor considers the best grade of seed 
corn he can prepare. Exhibits in this class must consist of one peck. 

8. Exhibits should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, January 2, 1926. 

9, All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as follows: ILLINOIS 
SEED GRAIN SHOW, New Agricultural Bldg., University of Illinois, Urbana, Ilinois.

UTILITY CORN SECTION 


HE SEVENTH ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW will be held 
at the University of Illinois in connection with Farmers’ Week, 
January 17-21, 1927. 

The unprecedented wet weather of September and October has 
undoubtedly injured seed corn thruout the central and northern parts 
of Illinois. This condition will no doubt be reflected in a sharp demand, 
from certain sections, for seed corn next spring. The show, therefore, 
should prove of peculiar interest this year, since every sample of 
corn sent in will be scored not only for its physical perfection, but 
also for its performance on the germinator, a definite number of 
kernels being removed from each ear on display for a careful germina- 
tion test. 

The UTILITY SCORE CARD, which is used in this show, places 
35 percent of the total value of the sample on its performance on the 
germinator. Hence, to score high in this show corn must be vital and 
vigorous, therefore good seed corn. 

Thursday, January 20, has been designated as CORN SHOW 
DAY. On that afternoon the seedlings from each of the ten-ear 
samples will be on display in order that owners and visitors may see 
just how each has performed during germination. 

The germination test requires ten days. This means that corn 
must be on the germinators not later than January 10. It will be nec- 
essary, therefore, to have all samples in Urbana by 6:00 p. m., Satur- 
day, January 1, 1927. All exhibits should be shipped by express or 
parcel post, allowing plenty of time on account of the holiday rush.

Illinois Bankers’ Association Cooperating 


Thru the efforts of the Illinois Crop Improvement Association and 
the University of Illinois, the Agricultural Relations Committee of the 


Illinois Bankers’ Association in 1924 endorsed the Utility Corn Show 
and recommended that the Bankers’ Association donate $500 to the 
University to be awarded as premiums at this show. That was the 
first time in the history of corn shows at the University when cash 
prizes were awarded. This liberal donation, repeated in 1925 and 1926, 
has been renewed again this year. 

In addition to the $500 premium list for men, a fund of $300 has 
been pledged by the Bankers’ Association and placed at the disposal 
of the University and the Crop Improvement Association to be used 
in prizes for a Junior section in the show (see Rules and Regulations).

Central Illinois, including all counties between the southern boun- 
dary of the northern district and the line on the southern boundary of 
Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, Cumberland, and Clark 
counties. 

Southern Illinois, including all counties south of the southern line 
of the central district. 


SMALL GRAIN AND SEED SECTION 


In addition to the classes for corn there will be, in each section of 
the state, classes for oats, wheat, and soybeans.

The seedlings in the germination test should show thick, sturdy 
sprouts and good root development. Tall, slender, weak seedlings 
and those having short, slender feeder roots are not desirable.

ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


The Crop Improvement Association holds annually during Farm- 
ers’ Week a school for seed and grain judges. At the conclusion of 
the school an examination is held and certificates as ‘‘Certified Grain 
Judge” awarded those who successfully complete the week’s work and 
pass the examination. 

The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certificate must be 
members of the Crop Improvement Association. The annual dues for such 
members are $1.00 a year. 


2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend the school 
for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is necessary to pass 
successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. This examination con- 
sists of practice in judging single, ten, and peck classes of corn, peck classes 
of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, and other commonly grown Illinois farm 
seeds, together with an oral examination designed to ascertain the reasons for 
the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates are issued in three grades, depending 
upon the experience and training of the one trying for the honor. 
a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking the examination for 
the first time and who secure a final grade of 75 or more. This certificate 
is good for one year from date of issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have successfully passed the 
examination for the first-year certificate, who have successfully carried the 
work of two judges’ schools and who secure a final grade of at least 80 on 
their examination. This certificate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully passed the exam- 
ination for the second-year certificate, who successfully completed the pre- 
scribed work of the judges’ school, and who secured a final grade of at least 
85 percent on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, and may be renewed 
without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the corn judges’ school at least once in each three-year 


period.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW is sponsored by the University 
of Illinois and the Illinois Crop Improvement Association. Following 
are the rules and regulations governing exhibits. 


1. Exhibitors should make application for entry on the inclosed 
form, and should mail these forms to J. C. Hackleman, 203 Old Agri- 
cultural Building, Urbana, Illinois, when the grain is shipped. Entry 
tags will be made out and held for the arrival of the exhibits. 


2. If exhibits are to avoid the heaviest of the Christmas shipping 
rush, they should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, December 17, 
1927. 


3. All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as 
follows: ILLinois SEED GRAIN SHow, New Agricultural Building, 
University of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. 


4. No exhibitor will be allowed to exhibit in more than one sec- 
tion. Samples must be entered for the section in which they were 
grown. 


5. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 


6. Entries in the Junior classes are limited to regularly enrolled 
members of the 4-H Corn Club. Counties are limited to one entry for 
each ten members completing the corn project. All Junior entries must 
be made thru the Farm Adviser or the County Club Leader. 


7. A corn exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels 
from each ear of corn, if he wishes to do so, the kernels to be taken 
from the same row near the center of the ear. If he desires to make a 
germination test, he is permitted to remove five kernels from each ear 
for this purpose. The kernels for the germination test should be re- 
moved progressing spirally from the butt to the tip of the ear. 


8. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one 
peck. 


9. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 


10. Shelled seed corn should be of the Utility type, carefully 
graded, uniform in size and shape of kernel, and typical of what the 
exhibitor considers the best grade of seed corn he can prepare. Ex- 
hibits in this class must consist of one peck (14 pounds). 


Caution. The exhibitor’s name and address should be plainly 
written on the inside as well as the outside of the package, and indi- 
cation made whether the exhibit is in the Adult or Junior class. Be 
sure to observe this point. 

Do not ship corn in light-weight, fragile boxes. A ten-ear sample 
packs nicely in a shotgun shell box. For larger shipments use an 
equally substantial box. Do not ship corn in pasteboard boxes. 


UTILITY CORN SHOW 


HE ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW, which is a part of the 

Seed Grain Show, has come to be recognized as the most accurate 

measure there is of the condition of seed corn in Illinois. Coming 
this year two weeks earlier than usual, it furnishes the opportunity for 
those sections of the state which appear to have a serious seed-corn 
problem to locate areas where more mature and less diseased seed can 
be found. 

Exhibitors should study the score card on pages 6 and 7 for infor- 
mation on the physical characteristics for which their corn will be 
judged. State-wide field demonstrations have proved repeatedly that 
the characters under “General Appearance” are associated with the 
best yielding corn. 

Every sample of corn sent in will be scored not only for its 
physical perfection but also for its performance on the germinator, a 
definite number of kernels being removed from each ear on display for 
a careful germination test. The Utility Score Card, which is used in 
this show, places 35 percent of the total value of a sample on its per- 
formance on the germinator. Hence to score high, corn must be vital, 
vigorous, and relatively free from disease—therefore good seed corn. 


January 9, Corn Show Day 


Monday, January 9, has been designated as Corn Show Day. On 
that afternoon the seedlings from each of the 10-ear samples will be 


on display in order that owners and visitors may see just how each 


has performed during germination. 

The germination test requires 8 days. This means that corn must 
be on the germinators not later than January 2. All samples of corn 
must be in Urbana by 6:00 p. m., Saturday, December 24. Because of 
the heavy holiday rush at that time, exhibitors are urged to ship their 
packages not later than December 17. (See Rules and Regulations. )

SELECTING CORN FOR THE SHOW 


ELECTING a premium winner in a show for Utility Corn requires 
S great care. The standards demand not only external beauty, but 
the ability of the sample to produce sound, strong, vigorous seed- 
lings, the latter characteristic being associated with high yields of sound 
corn. 

Sound, firm, heavy ears that are lustrous and have straight rows 
of medium-deep to deep, thick, sturdy kernels, with a very small amount 
of soft starch at the top or crown of the kernel are what an exhibitor 
should keep in mind. Such ears will have moderately wide kernels with 
a medium to medium-smooth indentation. 

Efforts should be made to have all ears approximately the same 
size, the same shade of color, possessing the same number of rows, and 
in so far as possible, the same type of kernel. 

There has been a tendency in selecting corn for utility shows to 
exaggerate the importance of indentation. Only 5 points are given to 
this character on the score card, while 10 points each are given to luster, 
kernel characteristics, and shank attachments. In selecting corn for this 
show it is to be hoped, therefore, that exhibitors will give more atten- 
tion than they have in the past to these three points and less to indenta- 
tion. (See Score Card.)

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RULES AND REGULATIONS

are the rules and regulations governing exhibits. 

1. Persons desiring to exhibit grain in the show should write for 
official entry blanks. These may be obtained from J. C. Hackleman, 
203 Old Agricultural Building, Urbana, Illinois. Entry tags will be 
made out and held for the arrival of the exhibits. 

2. If exhibits are to avoid the heaviest of the Christmas shipping 
rush, they should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, December 15, 
1928. 

3. All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as 
follows: Ittrnors SEED Grain SHow, New Agricultural Building, 
University of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. 

4. All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing for prem- 
iums must be exhibited by the producer and must have been grown 
during the season of 1928.

6. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 

7. Entries in the Junior classes are limited to regularly enrolled 
members of the 4-H Corn Clubs and to high school students who com- 
pleted during the past season a corn project as part of their work in 
vocational agriculture.

8. A corn exhibitor is permitted to remove tzwo adjacent kernels 
from each ear of corn, if he wishes to do so, the kernels to be taken 
from the same row near the center of the ear. If he desires to make 
a germination test, he is permitted to remove five kernels from each 
ear for this purpose. The kernels for the germination test should be 
removed progressing spirally from the butt to the tip of the ear. 

9. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one 
peck. | 

10. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 
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11. All exhibits of shelled corn must consist of one peck (14 
pounds). Competition in this class is becoming increasingly keen. 
Samples should be carefully graded, kernels of uniform size and shape, 
and typical of what the exhibitor considers his best seed corn. 


Caution. Be sure to put your name and address on the box be- 
fore placing any corn in it. Many exhibitors fail to put any identify- 


ing marks on their boxes. This, in many instances, leads to confusion. 


In addition to name and address, indicate whether the samples are for 
Adult or Junior classes.

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SELECTING CORN FOR THE SHOW 


XHIBITORS who send samples to the Utility Corn Show are 
dere oerisins the importance of extreme care in selection. Mere 

external beauty and symmetry of an ear is no guaranty that the 
germinator will not find some flaws in such specimens. “Beauty is as 
beauty does.” To be a premium winner, a sample of corn in this 
show must produce sound, strong, vigorous seedlings, characters which 
indicate a potentially high yield of sound corn. 

It has been found that ear characters are correlated more or less 
closely with good performance on the germinator. Ears that are sound, 
firm, heavy, with bright lustre, and kernels that are medium-deep to 
deep, rather thick and heavy, with a small amount of soft starch at 
the crown as well as at the cob end of the kernel, will show a better 
germination record than ears which do not come up to these standards. 
Such ears, as a rule, have medium to medium-smooth indentation. 

It is important that the exhibitor not exaggerate the importance 
of indentation. Since only 5 points on the Score~Card are given to 
indentation, while 10 points are given to each of the three characters, 
lustre, kernel characters, and shank attachments, it 1s easily possible 
for the exhibitor to gain slightly in the five-point score on indentation

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and lose materially on a ten-point score on kernel character. There is 
a tendency on the part of some exhibitors to pay too little attention 
to depth and character of kernel. This should be given more attention. 

Uniformity of grain and uniformity of ears should not be entirely 
overlooked. They add to the appearance of the sample and as such 
receive a favorable score under type and uniformity (see Score Card). 

The ears composing the sample should have fairly straight rows 
of uniform kernels carrying the shape and size of the ear well out 
to the butt and tip. ge 

In addition to shape, the ears should be uniform in shade of color 
and possess the same number of rows, since this will help materially 
in making uniformity of size and shape of kernel.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


URING FARMERS’ WEEK the Illinois Crop Improvement 

Association conducts a school for seed and grain judges. At the 

conclusion of the school an examination is held and certificates 
as “Certified Grain Judge” awarded those who successfully complete 
the week’s work and pass the examination. 


The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certifi- 
cate must be members of the Crop Improvement Association. The 
annual dues for such members are $1.00 a year. 


2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend 
the school for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is 
necessary to pass successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. 
This examination consists of practice in judging single, ten, and peck 
classes of corn, peck classes of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, and 
other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, together with an oral 
examination designed to ascertain the reasons for the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates are issued in three 
grades, depending upon the experience and training of the one trying 
for the honor. 


a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking 
the examination for the first time and who secure a final grade of 
75 or more. This certificate is good for one year from date of 
issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have suc- 
cessfully passed the examination for the first-year certificate, who 
have successfully carried the work of two judges’ schools and who 
secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examination. This cer- 
tificate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully 
passed the examination for the second-year certificate, who suc- 
cessfully completed the prescribed work of the judges’ school, and 
who secured a final grade of at least 85 percent on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, and may be renewed 
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without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the grain judges’ school at least once in each three-year 


period.

UTILITY CORN SHOW 


HE ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW has come to be one 

| of the features of Farm anp Home WEEK at the University 

of Illinois. Interest in this show has increased each year as 

systematic work in the corn improvement project has been spreading 

over the state thru the activities of the farm advisers. Illinois farmers 

are coming more and more to recognize the germinator as the acid 
test for good seed corn. 

A feature of the show which has been attracting increasing 
interest is the peck sample class. Since most seed corn is purchased 
in the shelled form, the management of this show decided that it was 
just as important that a farmer know how to judge shelled seed corn 
as it was that he judge ear corn. This class was first included in the 
premium list in 1926. It has proved very popular and is one of the 
most instructive exhibits of the show. In this class, more than in 
any other, does the effectiveness of field selection, careful culling, 
and germination show up. 

To men who do not have access to a corn germinator, the Corn 
Show offers an opportunity to measure the effectiveness of their field 
selection and culling in controlling corn diseases. The man who ex- 
hibits a 10-ear sample and a peck sample of corn at this show each 
year has a reliable means of ascertaining what progress he is making. 

All ear corn will be scored on the basis of the Utility Score Card, 
pages 8 and 9. On the date of the opening of the show the total 
score for each sample will be recorded on the sample. After the show 
each exhibitor will be mailed a copy of his score so that he may study 
his sample more carefully. 


Corn Show Opens January 13 


Corn Show Day will be Monday, January 13. This is the open- 
ing day of Farm anp Home Week. Exhibitors and others will thus 
be able to see the Corn Show thruout the week and get the maximum 
benefit from it. 

The seedlings from all 10-ear and peck samples will be on display 
at the time of the opening of the show and will. be kept moistened 
and in as good shape as possible thruout the week.

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GOOD SEED CORN PLUS FOR THE SHOW 
i es CORN EXHIBITS will be judged to a large extent on 


characters which have been found to be associated with high 

yield, good quality, freedom from and resistance to disease. 
Study the score card for the characters that will be considered. Fully 
developed kernels carrying their full thickness to the very bottom, 
horny endosperm, and good luster all are associated with good ma- 
turity and are very important from the seed corn standpoint. Such 
ears apparently grew on plants that functioned well and were not 
hindered in their development by diseases or other causes, and to a 
certain extent such ears will be expected to reproduce their kind. As 
diseases frequently cause discoloration of the germ or tip of kernel, 
tip of ear, or shank attachment, such discolored ears are discriminated 
against. 

In addition to the value of the entries from a strictly seed corn 
standpoint, another aspect, beauty, is taken into consideration. This 
factor is given some weight in nearly any kind of a show even tho it 
may have no value from a utilitarian standpoint. Uniformity of size 
and shape of ears and kernels, uniformity in color of kernels and to 
some extent in cobs, and straightness of rows are all taken into con- 
sideration. 

Finally the germination test must show good vitality, vigor, and 
freedom from disease. A sample that scores low in this test is not 
likely to take a prize in any class in which there is considerable com- 
petition. On the other hand, those who have good facilities for making 
their own germination test must remember that there are 65 points 
in the score which are not directly concerned with the performance 
of the corn on the germinator. In last year’s show there were only 
two samples that scored a full 35 on their germination record, but 
because they scored low in other respects one of these samples took 
no prize at all and the other did not place very close to the top.

ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


URING FARMERS’ WEEK the Illinois Crop Improvement 
D Association conducts a school for seed and grain judges. At the 

conclusion of the school an examination is held and certificates 
as “Certified Grain Judge” awarded those who successfully complete 
the week’s work and pass the examination. 


The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certifi- 
cate must be members of the Crop Improvement Association. The 
annual dues for such members are $1.00 a year. 


2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend 
the school for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is 
necessary to pass successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. 
This examination consists of practice in judging single, ten, and peck 
classes of corn, peck classes of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, and 
other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, together with an oral 
examination designed to ascertain the reasons for the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates are issued in three 
grades, depending upon the experience and training of the one trying 
for the honor. 


a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking 
the examination for the first time and who secure a final grade of 
75 or more. This certificate is good for one year from date of 
issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have suc- 
cessfully passed the examination for the first-year certificate, who 
have successfully carried the work of two judges’ schools and who 
secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examination. This cer- 
tificate is good for one year from date of issuance, 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully 
passed the examination for the second-year certificate, who suc- 
cessfully completed the prescribed work of the judges’ school, and 
who secured a final grade of at least 85 percent on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, and may be renewed 
without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the grain judges’ school at least once in each three-year 
period.

ILLINOIS UTILITY CORN SHOW 


V | NHE ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW, held at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, in connection with Farm AND Home WEEK, 
promises to be of even greater interest this year than ever before. 

Interest in better seed corn has increased each year since the inaugu- 

ration of systematic project work in corn improvement by Illinois 

farm bureaus, and this show has become the mecca for all Illinois 
seed corn men. 

The peck sample classes, a feature of the last four shows, is one 
of the most instructive exhibits of the show, demonstrating in a very 
striking way the effectiveness of field selection and careful culling. 
Since most seed corn is purchased in shelled form, it is just as impor- 
tant that a farmer know how to judge shelled seed corn as it is that 
he know how to judge ear corn. 


Show Opens Monday Afternoon, January 12 

The opening day of Farm and Home Week will be Corn SHow 
Day. Exhibitors and others will thus be able to see the Corn Show 
thruout the week and get the maximum benefit from it. 

Seedlings from all 10-ear and peck samples will be on display at 
the opening of the show and will be kept in as good shape as possible 
thruout the week. To get the most out of the show, however, exhibi- 
tors need to be on hand as soon as possible after the opening. 


New Ten Acre Yield Contest 


An innovation in this year’s show is the ten acre yield contest. 
Despite the severe drouth of 1930, most contestants finished the year 
and will have exhibits of their corn on display. These exhibits consist 
not only of representative lots of field-run corn but also samples of 
the seed corn used and the shelled seed produced. 


SEND EXHIBITS EARLY 


All exhibits should be in Urbana not later than Decem- 
ber 2/7, because of the time required for entering the corn, 
making the germination test (8 days), and placing the samples 


on exhibit tables. As this is the time of the heavy holiday rush, 
exhibitors are urged to start shipments earlier and get them 
into Urbana by December 20.

Exhibitors Not Allowed to Run Germination Test 
on Samples Prior to Exhibit 


As in the past, all corn displayed at this show will be subjected to 
a carefully conducted germination test after it reaches the University. 
No exhibitor, however, will be permitted to make germination tests on 
his samples prior to exhibiting them. As not all exhibitors have access 
to germinators, this rule will enable all to compete on a more nearly 
comparable basis. 

Thus the germination test at the University will, in a sense, be an 
examination for each contestant. 


Utility Score Card Used 


All ear corn will be scored on the basis of the Utility Score Card 
(pages 8 and 9). When the show opens, the total score for each 
sample will be recorded on the sample. After the show each exhibitor 
will be mailed a copy of his score so that he may study his sample 
more carefully. Thus the man who exhibits a 10-ear sample and a 
peck sample of corn at this show each year has a reliable means of 
ascertaining what progress he is making in selecting good seed corn. 


Samples Entered by Districts 


In order to enable the various counties in the state to compete 
on as fair a basis as possible, the state has been divided into three 
districts. Any exhibitor may enter samples in 
any or all of the classes in his section of the 
state but will not be allowed to enter in classes 
outside his section. 

The Northern District includes all counties 
north of the southern line of Henderson, War- 
ren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Livingston, and 
Iroquois counties (crossing Ford). 

The Central District includes all counties 
between the southern boundary of the northern 
district and the line on the southern boundary 
of Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, 
Cumberland, and Clark counties. 

The Southern District includes all counties 
south of the south line of the central district. 


Illinois Bankers Offer Premiums 


The Illinois Bankers’ Association again evidences its interest in 
Illinois agriculture, particularly in the corn crop, by renewing its dona- 
tion of $800 to be used to pay premiums at the Corn Show. Three 
hundred dollars of the money supplied by the Association is used in 
the Junior Section of the show.

SMALL GRAIN AND SEED SECTION 


Altho corn will be the chief feature of the Seed Grain Show, 
classes in small grain will also be of interest. Exhibits of clover seed 
(red, mammoth, alsike, and sweet), oats, spring and winter wheat, 
and soybeans will be made. Appropriate ribbons will be used in all 
small grain classes in lieu of cash prizes. 


Seed Certification Exhibit 


The ILtinois Crop IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION will have a special 
exhibit at the Grain Show this year. This organization is sponsoring 
a general seed improvement program in Illinois and is working in close 
cooperation with the University. Only those varieties and strains of 
grain or seed which, after suitable trials on the Experiment Station 
fields, have demonstrated their adaptation and value under Illinois con- 
ditions, are accepted for certification. In this manner the Crop Im- 
provement Association is standardizing crop varieties and encouraging 
only the very best kinds. 

This special exhibit will contain samples of certified seed showing 
the quality of grain offered by the members of the Association. On 
each exhibit will be shown not only the report of the inspection as 
made in the field by a trained inspector in the employ of the Associa- 
tion, but also a complete laboratory analysis, showing laboratory purity, 
test weight per bushel, weed seed content, and guaranteed germination, 
This exhibit will be of great interest to everyone concerned with seed 
improvement in Illinois. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 
[cx ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW is sponsored by the 


UNIvERSITY OF ILLINOIS and the ILLINOIS Crop IMPROVEMENT 
AssociATION. Following are the rules and regulations govern- 
ing exhibits. 

1. Persons desiring to exhibit grain in the show should write 
for official entry blanks. These may be obtained from J. C. Hackle- 
man, 203 Old Agricultural Building, Urbana, Illinois. Entry tags will 
be made out and held for the arrival of the exhibits. 

2. If exhibits are to avoid the heaviest of the Christmas shipping 
rush, they should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, December 20, 
1930. 

3. All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as 
follows: Jlhnois Seed Grain Show, New Agricultural Bs Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. 

4, All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing for pre- 
miums must be exhibited by the producer and must have been grown 
during the season of 1930. 

5. No exhibitor will be allowed to exhibit in more than one sec- 
tion. Samples must be entered for the section of the state in which 
they were grown. 

6. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 

7. Entries in the Junior classes will be limited to regularly enrolled 
members of the 4-H Corn Clubs and to high school students who have 
completed during the past year a 4-H corn project or a corn project as 
part of their work in vocational agriculture. Counties and schools are 
limited to one entry for each ten members completing the corn project. 
All Junior entries must be made thru and approved by the farm adviser 
or the high school teacher. 

8. Samples of corn which indicate, by the absence of several ker- 
nels, that they have been tested for germination will not be allowed to 
compete for prizes. 

9. A corn exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels 
from each ear of corn, if he wishes to do so, the kernels to be taken 
from the same row near the center of the ear. 

10. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one 
peck. 

11. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 

12. All exhibits of shelled corn must consist of one peck (14 
pounds). Competition in this class is becoming increasingly keen. 
Samples should be carefully graded, should have kernels of uniform 
size and shape, and should be typical of what the exhibitor considers 
his best seed corn. 
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Caution. Be sure to put your name and address on the box be- 
fore placing any corn in it. Many exhibitors fail to put any identify- 
ing marks on their boxes. This, in many instances, leads to confusion. 
In addition to name and address, indicate whether the samples are for 


Adult or Junior classes. 
Never ship show corn in pasteboard boxes or egg crates. ‘The 


illustration on this page shows what may happen to poorly packed 
samples. A shotgun shell box is an excellent container for a 10-ear 
sample or for a peck of shelled grain. If grain is good enough to ex- 
hibit, it is good enough to be packed carefully.

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GOOD SEED CORN PLUS FOR THE SHOW 


HE CORN EXHIBITS will be judged largely on those 

characters which have been found associated with high 

yield, good quality, freedom from and resistance to disease. 
Study the score card for the characters that will be considered. Fully 
developed kernels carrying their full thickness to the very bottom, 
horny endosperm, and good luster all are associated with good ma- 
turity and are very important from the seed corn standpoint. Such 
ears apparently grew on plants that functioned well and were not 
hindered in their development by diseases or other causes, and to a 
certain extent such ears will be expected to reproduce their kind. As 
diseases frequently manifest their presence by discolorations on the 
kernels, on the tips of ears, as well as in the shank attachment, such 
discolored ears are discriminated against. 

In addition to the value of the entries from a strictly seed corn 
standpoint, another aspect, beauty, is taken into consideration. This 
factor is given some weight in nearly any kind of a show even tho it 
may have little value from a utilitarian standpoint. Uniformity of size 
and shape of ears and kernels, uniformity in color of, kernels and to 
some extent in cobs, and straightness of rows are all taken into con- 
sideration. In the score card for utility corn these characters have 
been given a place of minor importance, a total of but 20 points being 
allowed, whereas the character of kernel is given 35 points and per- 
formance on the germinator 35 points. 

Finally the germination test must show good vitality, vigor, and 
freedom from disease. A sample that scores low in this test is not 
likely to take a prize in any class in which there is considerable com- 
petition. On the other hand, exhibitors must remember that there are 
65 points in the score which are not directly concerned with the per- 
formance of the corn on the germinator. In these shows there are 
but few 10-ear samples that score a full 35 on their germination record. 
To win, a sample must be relatively high-scoring in the 65 points as 
well as good on the germinator. 
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ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


URING FARMERS’ WEEK the Illinois Crop Improvement 
I) Association conducts a school for seed and grain judges. At the 

conclusion of the school an examination is held and certificates 
as ‘Certified Grain Judge” awarded those who successfully complete 
the week’s work and pass the examination. 


The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certifi- 
cate must be members of the Crop Improvement Association. The 
annual dues for such members are $1.00 a year. 


2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend 
the school for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is 
necessary to pass successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. 
This examination consists of practice in judging single, ten, and peck 
classes of corn, peck classes of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, and 
other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, together with an oral 
examination designed to ascertain the reasons for the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates are issued in three 
grades, depending upon the experience and training of the one trying 
for the honor. 


a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking 
the examination for the first time and who secure a final grade of 
75 or more. This certificate is good for one year from date of 
issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have suc- 
cessfully passed the examination for the first-year certificate, who 
have successfully carried the work of two judges’ schools and who 
secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examination. This cer- 
tificate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully 
passed the examination for the second-year certificate, who suc- 
cessfully completed the prescribed work of the judges’ school, and 
who secured a final grade of at least 85 percent on the examination. 
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The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, and may be renewed 
without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the grain judges’ school at least once in each three-year 
period.

Corn SuHow, is one of the features of Farm AND HoME WEEK. 

This show, the only one of its kind, always proves of great edu- 
cational value to everyone in attendance at this annual gathering of 
Illinois farm folks. Each year-Illinois farmers in increased numbers 
are studying their corn in a critical attempt to reduce the losses caused 
by diseases. Competition in this show is the best opportunity an Illi- 
nois farmer has to compare his progress in corn improvement alongside 
that of other corn growers. This game of friendly rivalry stimulates 
an increased interest in the show each year, with the result that com- 
petition is constantly becoming keener. 

The present relatively low market price of corn makes good seed 
an increasingly important factor in corn production. With reduced 
incomes more farmers are interested in using their own seed corn if 
they are assured of good quality, thus avoiding a cash outlay for seed. 
In addition, one of the best methods of meeting the present situation 
is to reduce cost of production. Farmers who have studied corn at 
their local or county corn schools and at the Utility Corn Shows, and 
have practiced the lessons demonstrated there in both careful culling 
and germination of their seed corn, have been able to reduce the cost 
of production at least ten cents a bushel. This has been equivalent to 
increasing their returns between $4.50 and $5 an acre of corn. In view 
of these facts the Uritiry Corn SuHow should be of greater interest 
this year than ever before. 

The corn show opens at 4:00 p.m. Monday, January 11, thus en- 
abling those in attendance to study this interesting exhibit thruout the 
week. The program of Farm AND Home WEEK has been so arranged 
that those in attendance will have ample opportunity to study the ex- 
hibits in the corn show, to attend all the general sessions, and in addi- 
tion to attend special departmental programs. 

All farmers and farm women who can possibly do so are urged to 
accept this invitation. Attend Farm anp Home WEEK and study the 
corn and grain in the annual Utitiry SEED GRAIN AND CorN SHow.

ILLINOIS UTILITY CORN SHOW 
[es UTILITY CORN SHOW, held annually in connection with 


F'arM AND Home WEEX at the University of Illinois, will again 
be one of the most interesting exhibits on the campus. The un- 
usually favorable fall has enabled farmers thruout the state to field- 
select and store much high-quality seed. This abundance of seed corn, 
in addition to an increased interest in better seed, will undoubtedly be 
reflected in a greater effort on the part of visitors at FARMERS’ WEEK 
to study their own and the corn samples exhibited by their neighbors. 
The classes for peck samples of shelled corn, which have become 
a regular feature of the show, will again be one of the most instructive 
exhibits. The effect of care in the selection and handling of seed corn 
shows up more strikingly in the peck samples than in any other class 
in the show. Since most seed corn is purchased in shelled form, it is 
just as important for the farmer to be able to recognize the character- 
istics of good shelled seed corn and know how to properly evaluate it 
as it is that he know how to judge a 10-ear sample of corn. 

The single ear classes which have always been a part of this show 
have been discontinued. This will provide additional space for the 
10-ear and peck classes and make room for the exhibit from the 10- 
acre corn contestants. 


Show Opens Monday Afternoon, January 11 
The opening day of Farm and Home Week will be Corn Suow 
Day. Exhibitors and others will thus be able to see the Corn Show 
thruout the week and get the maximum benefit from it. 


SEND EXHIBITS EARLY 


Exhibits should be in Urbana not later than December 26, 
because of the time required for unpacking, entering the corn, 
placing the samples on the exhibit tables, and preparing the 
corn for making the germination test, which requires eight 
days. The heavy holiday rush at this time always tends to 


slow up shipments. Exhibitors would be helping themselves, 
as well as those who handle parcel post and express, if the corn 
shipments could be started early enough to arrive in Urbana 
by December 19. 


All exhibits should be addressed to the Jilinois Seed Grain 
Show, New Agricultural Building, Urbana, Illinois. 


Seedlings from all 10-ear and peck samples will be on display at the 
opening of the show and will be kept in as good shape as possible thru- 
out the week. To get the most out of the show, however, exhibitors 
need to be on hand as soon as possible after the opening at 4:00 p.m. 


Ten-Acre Corn Yield Contest 


One of the most interesting exhibits in connection with last year’s 
show was the collection of samples exhibited from the 10-acre corn 
contest plot. Each of these exhibits comprised not only a representa- 
tive lot of field-run corn secured at the time of checking the yield, but 
also samples of the shelled corn and a representative lot of the seed 
corn which was used. Supplementing these exhibits are the records 
submitted by the individual growers. The cost of production and 
profits per acre are determined by the Department of Farm Organiza- 
tion and Management from the records kept by the growers. Thus 
the contestant not only shows the quality of the product which he has 
produced but also shows his cost of production and his production 
methods. 


Exhibitors Not Allowed to Run Germination Tests 
on Samples Prior to Exhibit 


Exhibitors at the 1931 show were not permitted to make germina- 
tion tests on their samples prior to exhibiting them. This ruling in- 
creased the interest in the show and made it of more value to exhibitors 
-and visitors. Not all those who wished to exhibit had access to germi- 
nators, consequently many potential exhibitors felt they were unable to 
compete because of this handicap. Last year a number of exhibitors 
who had expressed this feeling came back to the show. Still others 
are expected to do so this year. The germination test conducted in 
connection with this show is, in a sense, an examination service thru 
which each contestant is able to measure his own ability in selecting 
corn for freedom from disease. 


Utility Score Card Used 


All ear corn will be scored on the basis of the Utility Score Card 
(pages 8 and 9). When the show opens, the total score for each 
sample will be recorded on the sample. After the show each exhibitor 
will be mailed a copy of his score so that he may study his sample 
more carefully. Thus the man who exhibits a 10-ear sample and a 
peck sample of corn at this show each year has a reliable means of 
ascertaining what progress he is making in selecting good seed corn. 


Samples Entered by Districts 


In order to enable the various counties in the state to compete 
on as fair a basis as possible, the state has been divided into three 
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districts. Any exhibitor may enter samples in 
any or all of the classes in his section of the 
state but will not be allowed to enter in classes 
outside his section. 

The Northern District includes all counties 
north of the southern line of Henderson, War- 
ren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Livingston, and 
Iroquois counties (crossing Ford). 

The Central District includes all counties 
between the southern boundary of the northern 
district and the line on the southern boundary 
of Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, 
Cumberland, and Clark counties. 

The Southern District includes all counties 
south of the south line of the central district. 


Illinois Bankers Offer Premiums 


The Illinois Bankers’ Association, which has been actively inter- 
ested in and supporting the Utility Corn Show since 1924, has again 
evidenced its interest inf this important event by contributing $500 to 
be used in paying cash premiums at the coming corn show. The money 
supplied by the Association is used in paying premiums in both Adult 
and Junior classes. A representative of the Bankers’ Association will 
be present at the banquet Thursday night, January 14, to present the 
prizes to the Championship winners.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
[Cos ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW is sponsored by the 


University oF ILtinots and the Intrnors Crop IMPROVEMENT 
AssociaTIoN. Following are the rules and regulations govern- 
ing exhibits. 

1, Persons desiring to exhibit grain in the show should write for 
official entry blanks. These may be obtained from J. C. Hackleman, 
203 Old Agricultural Building, Urbana, IIlinois. Entry tags will be 
made out and held for the arrival of the exhibits. 


2. If exhibits are to avoid the heaviest of the Christmas shipping 
rush, they should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, December 19, 
LOST 


3. All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as 
follows: Illinois Seed Grain Show, New Agricultural Building, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. 


4. All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing for premiums 
must be exhibited by the producer and must have been grown during 
the season of 1931. 


9. No exhibitor will be allowed to compete in more than one sec- 
tion. Samples must be entered for the section of the state in which 
they were grown. 


6. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 


7. Entries in the Junior classes will be limited to regularly enrolled 
members of the 4-H Corn Clubs and to high school students who have 
completed during the past year a 4-H corn project or a corn project as 
part of their work in vocational agriculture. Counties and schools are 
limited to one entry for each ten members completing the corn project. 
All Junior entries must be made thru and approved by the farm adviser 
or the high school teacher. 


8. Samples of corn which indicate, by the absence of several ker- 
nels, that they have been tested for germination, and which in the 
opinion of the judges have been so tested, will not be allowed to com- 
pete for prizes. 

9. A corn exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels 
from each ear of corn, if he wishes to do so, the kernels to be taken 
from the same row near the center of the ear. Reasonable allowance 
will also be made for the removal of kernels from samples which have 
been entered in previous shows. 

10. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one 
peck. 

11. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 
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12. All exhibits of shelled corn must consist of one peck (14 
pounds). Competition in this class is becoming increasingly keen. 
Samples should be carefully graded, should have kernels of uniform 
size and shape, and should be typical of what the exhibitor considers 
his best seed corn. 


Caution. Be sure to put your name and address on the box be- 
fore placing any corn in it. Many exhibitors fail to put any identify- 
ing marks on their boxes. This, in many instances, leads to confusion. 
In addition to name and address, indicate whether the samples are for 
Adult or Junior classes. 

Never ship show corn in pasteboard boxes or egg crates. The 
illustration on this page shows what may happen to poorly packed 
samples. A shotgun shell box is an excellent container for a 10-ear 
sample or for a peck of shelled grain. If grain is good enough to ex- 
hibit, it is good enough to be packed carefully.

GOOD SEED CORN PLUS FOR THE SHOW 


The judges of Utility corn base their decisions largely on those 
characters which thru years of experimentation have been found asso- 
ciated with high yield, good quality, freedom from and resistance to 
disease. Study the score card for the characters that will be con- 
sidered. Kernels should be completely developed carrying their full 
thickness to the very bottom, should have horny endosperm and good 
luster. All these are associated with good, normal, healthy maturity 
and are very important from the seed-corn standpoint. Such ears 
apparently grew on plants that functioned well and were not hindered 
in their development by diseases or other causes, and to a certain ex- 
tent such ears will be expected to reproduce their kind. As diseases 
frequently manifest their presence by discolorations on the kernels and 
on the tips of ears, as well as in the shank attachment, such discolored 
ears and disease symptoms are discriminated against. 

In addition to the value of the entries from a strictly seed-corn 
standpoint, beauty and uniformity are given some consideration. These 
factors are given some weight in nearly all shows even tho they are 
recognized as having little value from a utilitarian standpoint. Uni- 
formity of size and shape of ears and kernels, uniformity in color of 
kernels and to some extent in cobs, and straightness of rows are all 
taken into consideration. In the score card for utility corn these char- 
acters are given a place of minor importance, a total of but 20 points 
being allowed, whereas the character of kernel is given 35 points and 
performance on the germinator 35 points. 

The germination test must show the sample to have good vitality 
and vigor, and be relatively free from disease. A sample receiving a 
low germination score is not likely to take a prize in any class in which 
there is considerable competition. On the other hand, exhibitors must 
remember that there are 65 points on the score card which are not 
directly concerned with the performance of the corn on the germinator. 
In these shows there are very few 10-ear samples that score a full 35 
on their germination record. To win, a sample must be relatively high- 
scoring in the 65 points as well as good on the germinator.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR_GRAIN JUDGES 


The Illinois Crop Improvement Association, in cooperation with the 
Department of Agronomy, conducts annually during Farmers’ Week 
a school for seed and grain judges. At the conclusion of the school 
an examination is held and certificates as “Certified Grain Judge” 
awarded those who successfully complete the week’s work and pass 
the examination. 

The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 

1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certificate 
must be members of the Crop Improvement Association. The annual 
dues for such members are $1.00 a year. 


2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend 
the school for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is nec- 
essary to pass successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. 
This examination consists of practice in judging single, 10-ear, and 
peck classes of corn; peck classes of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, 
and other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, together with an oral 
examination designed to ascertain the reasons for the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates issued by the Crop Im- 
provement Association are given in three grades, depending upon the 
experience and training of the one trying for the honor. 


a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking 
the examination for the first time and who secure a final grade 
of 75 or more. This certificate is good for one year from date 
of issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have suc- 
cessfully passed the examination for the first-year certificate, 
who have successfully carried the work of two judges’ schools, 
and who secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examination. 
This certificate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully 
passed the examination for the second-year certificate, who suc- 
cessfully complete the prescribed work of the judges’ school, and 
who secure a final grade of at least 85 percent on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, but may be renewed 
without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the grain judges’ school at least once in each three-year 
period.

CoRN SHow, is one of the outstanding events in connection with 

F’aRM AND Home WEEK. This corn show, the only one of its 
kind, is of great educational value to everyone in attendance. Illinois 
farmers, in ever increasing numbers, are studying their corn in a seri- 
ous attempt to reduce the losses caused by disease. This effort of the 
farmers of Illinois and the University to examine the seed supply by 
means of a thoro germination test is attracting attention thruout the 
corn-growing states as well as Illinois. 

Efficient production is especially important during these times of 
low corn prices. The using of good seed, tested and proved, is one way 
to increase efficiency. More farmers than ever will be interested in 
using their own seed if they can be assured of good quality, for they 
will thus avoid a cash outlay and will know that they have adapted 
seed. Farmers who have studied corn at their local or county corn 
schools and at the Utility Corn Shows, and have practiced the lessons 
demonstrated there in both careful culling and germination of their 
seed corn, have been able to reduce the cost of production at least ten 
cents a bushel, while producing corn that will grade one or more grades 
higher. 

The Corn SHow opens at 4:00 p.m. Monday, January 16. The 
program of Farm anp HomME WEEK has been so arranged that those 
in attendance will have ample opportunity to study the exhibits in the 
corn show, to attend all the general sessions, and in addition to attend 
special departmental programs. 

All farmers and farm women who can possibly do so are urged to 
attend Farm AND HoMeE WEEK and study the corn and grain in the 
annual Utitiry SEED GRAIN AND Corn SHow.

ILLINOIS UTILITY CORN SHOW 


HE ANNUAL UTILITY CORN SHOW, held in connection 
with Farm aND Home WEEK at the University of Illinois, is 
always one of the most interesting exhibits on the campus. 
Despite the fact that Illinois in the season just past produced one of 
the greatest corn crops in recent years, the weather during the har- 
vesting season was not especially favorable to final ripening, with the 
result that much of the seed selected at husking time is of doubtful 
value. The farmer who has good early-selected seed should therefore 
send it in and get an idea of its possible value, for it may compare 
favorably with some that was selected later. 

The classes for peck samples of shelled corn, now a regular feature 
of the show, will undoubtedly be a most instructive exhibit. The effect 
of care in the selection and handling of seed corn probably shows up 
more strikingly in the peck samples than in any other place in the show. 
Since seed corn is usually purchased in shelled form, it is just as im- 
portant for a farmer who has to buy his seed to know the character- 
istics of good shelled corn as it is that he know how to judge a 10-ear 
sample. ; 

Exhibitors are again reminded that single-ear classes have been 
discontinued. 


Show Opens Monday Afternoon, January 16 


The opening day of Farm anp HoMeE WEEK will be Corn SHow 
Day. Exhibitors and others will thus be able to see the Corn SHow 
thruout the week and get the maximum benefit from it. 


SEND EXHIBITS EARLY 


Exhibits should be in Urbana not later than December 31, 
because of the time required for unpacking, making the entries, 
placing the samples on the exhibit tables, and preparing the 
corn for making the germination test,: which requires eight 
days. The heavy holiday rush at this time always tends to 
slow up shipments. Exhibitors would be helping themselves, 
as well as those who handle parcel post and express, if they 
would start their shipments early enough to arrive in Urbana 
by December 15. 


All exhibits should be addressed to the J/linois Seed Grain

Seedlings from all 10-ear and peck samples will be on display at the 
opening of the show and will be kept in as good shape as possible thru- 
out the week. To get the most out of the show, however, exhibitors 
need to be on hand as soon as possible after the opening at 4:00 p.m. 


Ten-Acre Corn Yield Contest 


One of the most interesting exhibits in connection with the shows 
of the last two years was the collection of samples exhibited from the 
10-acre corn contest. Each of these exhibits comprised not only a rep- 
resentative lot of field-run corn secured at the time of checking the 
yield, but also samples of the shelled corn and a representative lot of 
the seed corn which was used. Supplementing these exhibits are the 
records submitted by the individual growers. The cost of production 
and profits per acre are determined by the Department of Farm Or- 
ganization and Management from the records kept by the growers. 
Thus the contestant not only shows the quality of the product which 
he has produced but also shows his cost of production and his produc- 
tion methods. 


Exhibitors Not Allowed to Run Germination Tests 
on Samples Prior to Exhibit 


Beginning with the show of 1931 exhibitors were not permitted to 
make germination tests on their samples prior to exhibiting them. “This 
ruling has increased the interest in the show and made it of more value 
to exhibitors and visitors. Not all those who wished to exhibit had 
access to germinators, consequently many potential exhibitors felt they 
were unable to compete because of this handicap. The germination test 
conducted in connection with this show is, in a sense, an examination 
service thru which each contestant is able to measure his own ability in 
selecting corn for freedom from disease. 


Utility Score Card Used 


All ear corn will be scored on the basis of the Utility Score Card 
(pages 8 and 9). When the show opens, the total score for each 
sample will be recorded on the sample. After the show each exhibitor 
will be mailed a copy of his score so that he may study his sample 
more carefully. Thus the man who exhibits a 10-ear sample and a 
peck sample of corn at this show each year has a reliable means of 
ascertaining what progress he is making in selecting good seed corn. 


Samples Entered by Districts 


In order to enable the various counties in the state to compete 
on as fair a basis as possible, the state has been divided into three 


districts. Any exhibitor may enter samples in 
any or all of the classes in his section of the 
state but will not be allowed to enter in classes 
outside his section. 

The Northern District includes all counties 
north of the southern line of Henderson, War- 
ren, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Livingston, and 
Iroquois counties (crossing Ford). 

The Central District includes all counties 
between the southern boundary of the northern 
district and the line on the southern boundary 
of Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Shelby, 
Cumberland, and Clark counties. 

The Southern District includes all counties 
south of the south line of the central district. 


Illinois Bankers Offer Premiums 


The Illinois Bankers’ Association, which has been actively inter- 
ested in and supporting the Utility Corn Show since 1924, has again 
evidenced its interest in this important event by contributing $500 to 
be used in paying cash premiums at the coming corn show. The money 
supplied by the Association is used in paying premiums in both Adult 
and Junior classes. A representative of the Bankers’ Association will 
be present at the banquet Wednesday night, January 18, to present the 
prizes to the Championship winners.

SMALL GRAIN AND SEED SECTION 


Altho corn will be the chief feature of the Seed Grain Show, 
classes in small grain will also be of interest. Exhibits of clover seed 
(red, mammoth, alsike, and sweet), oats, spring and winter wheat, 
and soybeans will be made. Appropriate ribbons will be used in all 
small grain classes in lieu of cash prizes. 


Crop Improvement Association Exhibit 


One of the interesting features in connection with the grain show 
this year will be a special exhibit featuring the work of the ILL1Nors 
Crop IMPROVEMENT AsSOocIATION. This organization is sponsoring a 
general seed improvement program in Illinois. It is an organization 
of farmers who have banded themselves together for the general good 
of crop improvement work in the state. It is working in close coopera- 
tion with the University, using only those varieties of grain or seed 
which have proved suitable to Illinois conditions by giving satisfactory 
performance on the Illinois experiment fields. By providing this 
adapted and high-quality seed, the Crop Improvement Association has 
been an influential factor in standardizing crop varieties, such as soy- 
beans, wheat, oats, and barley. 

This special exhibit will not only contain samples of certified seed 
typical of the grain offered by members of the association, but will also 
carry some additional information regarding the general work of the 
association and its value to all farmers of the state who are not mem- 
bers as well as those who are. This exhibit is intended to acquaint all 
farmers attending the Farm and Home Week with the aid, purposes, 
and methods of work of this association and thus give them better in- 
formation as to what Crop Improvement Association work represents.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


HE ILLINOIS SEED GRAIN SHOW is sponsored by the 
University oF I_tinors and the ILttNo1is Crop IMPROVEMENT 
AssociaTIon. Following are the rules and regulations govern- 

ing exhibits. 

1. Persons desiring to exhibit grain in the show should make ap- 
plication on official entry blanks. These may be obtained from J. C. 
Hackleman, 203 Old Agricultural Building, Urbana, Illinois. Entry 
tags will be made out and held awaiting arrival of exhibits. No tags 
will be mailed. 

2. If exhibits are to avoid the heaviest of the Christmas shipping 
rush, they should be in Urbana not later than Saturday, December 17, 
REE pe 

3. All exhibits must be sent prepaid and should be addressed as 
follows: Illinois Seed Grain Show, New Agricultural Building, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois. 

4, All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing for premiums 
must be exhibited by the producer and must have been grown during 
the season of 1932. 

5. No exhibitor will be allowed to compete in more than one sec- 
tion. Samples must be entered for the section of the state in which 
they were grown. 

6. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes as he desires, 
but he will be confined to one entry in any given class. 


7. Entries in the Junior classes will be limited to regularly enrolled 
members of the 4-H Corn Clubs and to high school students who have 
completed during the past year a 4-H corn project or a corn project as 
part of their work in vocational agriculture. Counties and schools are 
limited to one entry for each ten members completing the corn project. 
All Junior entries must be made thru and approved by the farm adviser 
or the high school teacher. 


8. Samples of corn which indicate, by the absence of several ker- 
nels, that they have been tested for germination, and which in the 
opinion of the judges have been so tested, will not be allowed to com- 
pete for prizes. 

9. A corn exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent kernels 
from each ear of corn, if he wishes to do so, the kernels to be taken 
from the same row near the center of the ear. Reasonable allowance 
will also be made for the removal of kernels and the unavoidable 
shattering of a few grains from near the butt or tip of samples which 
have been entered in previous shows. 

10. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must consist of one 
peck. ; 


11. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one gallon. 
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12. All exhibits of shelled corn must consist of one peck (14 
pounds). Competition in this class is becoming increasingly keen. 
Samples should be carefully graded, should have kernels of uniform 
size and shape, and should be typical of what the exhibitor considers 
his best seed corn. 


Caution. Be sure to put your name and address on the box be- 
fore placing any corn in it. If shipping more than one sample in a box, 
be sure the samples are separated and properly identified? Many ex- 
hibitors fail to put any identifying marks on their boxes. This, in 
many instances, leads to confusion. In addition to name and address 
of owner indicate whether the samples are for Adult or Junior classes. 

Never ship show corn in pasteboard boxes or crates. The illus- 
tration on this page shows what may happen to poorly packed samples. 
A shotgun shell box is an excellent container for a 10-ear sample or 
for a peck of shelled grain. If grain is good enough to exhibit, it is 
good enough to be packed carefully. 


Once More 


Would you believe it? Despite annual warnings to the con- 
trary, a few samples of corn were received last year in the above 
condition. So long as exhibitors ignore this warning, it must be 
repeated.

Judges of Utility corn base their decisions largely on those char- 
acters which thru years of experimentation have been found asso- 
ciated with high yield, good quality, freedom from and resistance to 
disease. Study the score card for the characters that will be con- 
sidered. Kernels should be completely developed carrying their full 
thickness to the very bottom, should have horny endosperm and good 
luster. All these are associated with good, normal, healthy maturity 
and are very important from the seed-corn standpoint. Such ears 
apparently grew on plants that functioned well and were not hindered 
in their development by diseases or other causes, and to a certain ex- 
tent such ears will be expected to reproduce their kind. As diseases 
frequently manifest their presence by discolorations on the kernels and 
on the tips of ears, as well as in the shank attachment, such discolored 
ears and disease symptoms are discriminated against. 

In addition to the value of the entries from a strictly seed-corn 
standpoint, beauty and uniformity are given some consideration. These 
factors are given some weight in nearly all shows even tho they are 
recognized as having little value from a utilitarian standpoint. Uni- 
formity of size and shape of ears and kernels, uniformity in color of 
kernels and to some extent in cobs, and straightness of rows are all 
taken into consideration. In the score card for utility corn these char- 
acters are given a place of minor importance, a total of but 20 points 
being allowed, whereas the character of kernel is given 35 points and 
performance on the germinator 35 points. 

The germination test must show the sample to have good vitality 
and vigor, and be relatively free from disease. A sample receiving a 
low germination score is not likely to take a prize in any class in which 
there is considerable competition. On the other hand, exhibitors must 
remember that there are 65 points on the score card which are not 
directly concerned with the performance of the corn on the germinator. 
In these shows there are very few 10-ear samples that score a full 35 
on their germination record. To win, a sample must be relatively high- 
scoring in the 65 points as well as good on the germinator.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


The Illinois Crop Improvement Association, in cooperation with the 
Department of Agronomy, conducts annually during Farmers’ Week 
a school for seed and grain judges. At the conclusion of the school 
an examination is held and certificates as “Certified Grain Judge” 
awarded those who successfully oot the week’s work and pass 
the examination. 

The rules and regulations governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week’s work and trying for the certificate 
must be members of the Crop Improvement Association. The annual 
dues for such members are $1.00 a year. | 

2. In order to qualify for the examination, it is necessary to attend 
the school for judges. 


3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, it is nec- 
essary to pass successfully the judge’s examination given on Friday. 
This examination consists of practice in judging single, 10-ear, and 
peck classes of corn; peck classes of wheat, oats, soybean, clover seed, 
and other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, together with an oral 
examination designed to ascertain the reasons for the placings. 


4. The “Certified Grain Judge” certificates issued by the Crop Im- 
provement Association are given in three grades, depending upon the 
experience and training of the one trying for the honor. 


a. A first-year certificate is awarded those who are taking 
the examination for the first time and who secure a final grade 
of 75 or more. This certificate is good for one year from date 
of issuance. 


b. A second-year certificate is awarded those who have suc- 
cessfully passed the examination for the first-year certificate, 
who have successfully carried the work of two judges’ schools, 
and who secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examination. 
This certificate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


c. A life certificate is awarded those who have successfully 
passed the examination for the second-year certificate, who suc- 
cessfully complete the prescribed work of the judges’ school, and 
who secure a final grade of at least 85 percent on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the “Life Certificate” 
examination are good for a period of three years, but may be renewed 
without additional examination provided the holder returns and par- 
ticipates in the grain judges’ school at least once in each three-year 
period.

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The 1937 Illinois Seed Grain and Utility Corn Show 
will again offer the first opportunity of the year to get 
a comprehensive view of the seed situation as it affects 
crop conditions for the coming season.

Grasshoppers were worse than in any recent 
year and just how their early removal of corn blades has 
affected the maturity and disease infestation of seed 
corn is still largely unknown. The probable damage is 
undoubtedly made worse by the prevalence of chinch bugs 
in some parts of the state. The part played by hybrid 
corn in meeting these and other obstacles will again be 
interesting. 


Whatever the hazards, it is safe to predict that 
enough Illinois farmers have safeguarded their seed 
supplies to make another good show and to provide the 
necessary seed resources for themselves and others.

ILLINOIS ULILITY CORN SHOW 


The Utility Corn Show is an annual feature of Farm 
and Home Week at the University of Illinois and always 
proves one of the most interesting exhibits on the campus. 
This year will be no exception because of the spotted con- 
dition of the corn in various sections of the state. This 
Show gives the first opportunity for a critical examina- 
tion of the quality of seed corn in Illinois. 


The experience in 1935 resulted in more care in the 
selection and storage of corn in 1936. ‘This should be 
noticeable in the quality of the corn coming from the more 
favored arease The peck samples in both the open pollin-— 
ated and the hybrid corn classes should reflect more care . 
in drying and storage. The shelled corn classes are 
thought to represent more closely the general seed con— 
ditions than the corn in the ten-ear classes. a 


Show Opens Monday Afternoon, January 11 


The opening day of Farm and Home Week will be Corn 
Show Day. Exhibitors and others interested will, however, 
be able to see the Corn Show thruout the week. This will 
make it possible for everyone to make the fullest use of 
this educational event. 


Seedlings from all l10-ear and peck samples will be 
on display at the opening of the show and will be kept in 
as good shape as possible thruout the week. In order to 
get the most out of the show, however, exhibitors should 
be on hand as promptly as possible after the opening. 


Ten-Acre Corn Yield Contest 
Interest in the Ten-Acre Yield Contest, one of the 
major attractions at the Utility Corn Show was keen dur- 
ing the past season. The number of entrants was the 
second largest in the history of the contest and the num 
ber competing is considerably larger than for either of 


om 


the past three years. Because of the extreme drouth, grass- 
hoppers, and chinch bugs, the results attained in 1936 were 
extremely interesting and the quality of corn produced should 
prove very interesting. The data coming from the seven 
years! work in connection with this contest is becoming in- 
creasingly valuable and the summary to be shown in connec- 
tion with this Contest should be of great educational value 
to Illinois corn producers. 


Each of the exhibits shows not only a sample of the 

corn as it was taken from the field, but also includes a 
sample of the shelled corn and a representative lot of the 
seed used in planting the plot. The records submitted by 

each grower are also a part of his exhibit. They contain 
a detailed cost record and general comments regarding cul- 
tural practices. The cost of production and profits from 
the enterprise are all determined by the Department of 
Agricultural Economics from these records kept by the 
growers. 


Utility Score Card Used 


All ear corn will be scored on the basis of the 
Utility Score Card. After the show each exhibitor will be 
mailed a copy of his score so that he may study his sample 
more carefully. Thus, the man who exhibits a 10-ear sample 
and a peck sample of corn at this show each year has a re- 
liable means of ascertaining what progress he is making in 
selecting good seed corn. 


Samples Entered by Districts 


In order to enable the various counties in the state 
to compete on as fair a basis as possible, the state has 
been divided into three districts. Any exhibitor may en- 
ter samples in any or all of the classes in his section of 
the state, but will not be allowed to enter in classes 
outside his section. 


The Northern District includes all counties north of 
the southern line of Henderson, Warren, Knox, Peoria, Wood- 
ford, Livingston, and Iroquois counties (crossing Ford). 
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The Central District includes all oulaisk ie beibiniset 
the southern boundary of the northern district and the line 
on ‘the* ‘southern boundary of Jersey,. sii Montgomery, 
“at nelby, ‘Cumberland, and Clark counties 


- The Southern District includes all counties south of 
the south line of the central district. 


SMALL GRAIN AND SEED 


Altho corn is the chief feature of the Annual Seed 
Grain Show, classes in small grain will also be of inter- 
est. There are classes for clover seed (red, mammoth, 
alsike, and sweet), oats, spring and winter wheat, and 
soybeans. Appropriate ribbons, in lieu of cash prizes, 
will be used in all classes. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Illinois Seed Grain Show is sponsored by the 7 
University of Illinois and the Illinois Crop Improvement 
Association. The following rules and regulations govern 
exhibits: 


1. Persons desiring to exhibit grain in the show 
should make application on official entry blanks, copy 
of which is attached. Additional copies may be obtained 
from J. C. Hackleman, 204 Old Agriculture Building, 
Urbana, Illinois. Entry tags will be made out and held 
awaiting arrival of exhibits. No.tags will be mailed. 


Ce Exhibits shinvped immediately after Christmas 
will avoid the heaviest of the shipping rush. Exhibits 
should be in Urbana not later than Thursday, December 3l. 


3. All exnibits must be sent prepaid and should be 
addressed ss follows: Illinois Seed Grain Show, New ri- 
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culture Building, University of Illinois, Urbana, illinois. 


4, All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing 
for premiums must be exhibited by the producer and must 
have been grown during the season of 1945. 
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5. No exhibitor will be allowed to compete in more 
than one sectione Samples must be entered for the section 
of the state in which tney were grown. 


6. An exhibitor may make entries in as many classes 
as he desires, but he will be confined to one entry in any 
fiven class. 


{- Entries in the Junior classes will be limited to 
recularly enrolled members of the 44H Corn Clubs and to 
high school students who have completed during the past 
year a 4-H corn project or a corn project as part of their 
work in vocational agriculture. Counties and schools are 
limited to one entry for each ten members completing the 
corn projecte All Junior entries must be made thru and 
approved by the farm adviser or tne high school teacher. 


6. samples of ear corn which indicate, by the absence 


’ of several kernels, that they have been tested for germina-— 


tion, and which in the opinion of the judges have been so 
tested, will not be allowed to compete for prizes. 


9. An exhibitor is permitted to remove two adjacent 
kernels from each ear of corne The kernels should be taken 
from the saine row near the center of the ear. Reasonable 
allowance will also be made for the removal of kernels, 
and the unavoidable shattering of « few grains, from near 
the butt or tip of samples which have been entered in pre- 


vious shows. 


10. All exhibits of wheat, oats, and soybeans must 
consist of one peck. 


ll. All exhibits of clover seed must consist of one 
gallon. 


le. Exhibits of shelled corn, both open pollinated 
and hybrid, must consist of one peck (14 pounds). 
samples should be carefully graded, should have kernels 
of uniform size and shape, and should be typical of what 
the exhibitor considers his best seed corn. Treated 
samples will not be allowed to compete for prizes. 
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Caution. Be sure to put your name and address-on the 
box before placing any corn in ite If shipping more than 
one sample in a box, be sure the samples are separated and 
properly identified. In addition to name and address of 
owner, indicate whether the samples are for Adult or Junior 
classese : 

Never ship valuable exhibit grain in pasteboard boxes 
or crates. <A shotgun shell box is an excellent container 
for a l0O-ear sample or for a peck of shelled grain. If 
grain is worthy of exhibit space, it is good enough to 
merit being carefully packed in a good, strong container.

GOOD SEED CORN PLUS FOR THE SHOW 


Judges of utility corn base their decisions largely on 
those characteristics which thru years of experimentation 
have been found associated with high yield, good quality, 
and freedom from and resistance to disease, Kernels should 
be completely developed, carrying their full thickness to 
the very tip, and should have horny endosperm and good lus= 
ter. All these qualities are associated with good, normal, 
healthy maturity and are very important from the seed-corn 
standpoint. Such ears apparently grow on plants that func- 
tion well and are not hindered in their development by dise 
eases or other impediments, and, to a certain extent, such 
ears will be expected to reproduce their kind. As diseases 
frequently manifest their presence by discolorations on the 
kernels and on the tips of ears, as well as in the shank 
attachment, ears so discolored are discriminated against, 


In addition to the value of the entries from a strict « 
ly seed~corn standpoint, beauty and uniformity are given 
some consideration, These factors are given weight in 
nearly all shows, even tho they are recognized as having 
little value from a seed standpoint, Uniformity of size 
and shape of ears and kernels, uniformity in color of kere 
nels and to some extent in cobs, and straightness of rows 
are all taken into consideration, In the score card for 
utility corn, these characteristics are given a place of 
minor importance, a total of but 20 points being allowed, 
whereas the character of kernel is given 35 points and per= 
formance on the germinator 35 points, 


The germination tests of high ranking samples must 
show good vitality and vigor, and be relatively free from 
disease, A sample receiving a low germination score is 
not likely to take a prize in any class in which there is 
considerable competition, On the other hand, exhibitors 
must remember that there are 65 points on the score card 
which are not directly concerned with the performance of 
the corn on the germinator., In these shows there are very 
few 1G-ecar samples that score a full 35 on their germina- 
tion record, To win, a sample must be relatively high 
Scoring in the 65 points as well as good on the germinator,

ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


The Illinois Crop Improvement Association, in cooper= 
ation with the Department of Agronomy, conducts annually 
during Farmers! Week a school for seed and grain judges, 
At the conclusion of the school an examination is held and 
certificates as "Certified Grain Judge" awarded those who 
successfully complete the week's work and pass the examin- 
ations 


The rules governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week's work and trying for the 
certificate must be members of the Crop Improvement As- 
sociation, The annual dues for such members are $1,00, 


ee in order to qualify for the examination, persons must 
attend the school for judges. 


5. In addition to attending the classes during the week, 
they must take the judge's examination given on Friday. 
his examination consists of judging single, 1Q-ear, 
and peck classes of corn, peck classes of wheat, oats, 
soybeans, clover seed, and other commonly grown Illi- 
nois farm seeds, and an cral examination designed to 
ascertain the reasons for the placings, 


4, The "Certified Grain Judge" certificates issued by the 
Crop Improvement Association are given in three grades, 
depending upon the experience and training of the one 
trying for the honor, 


ae A first-year certificate is awarded those who are 
taking the examination for the first time and who 
secure a final grade of 75 or more. This certi- 
ficate is good for one year from date of issuance. 


Db. A second~year certificate is awarded those who have 
successfully passed the examination for the first- 

year certificate, whd have successfully carried the 
work of two judge's schools, and who secure a final 
grade of at least 80 on their examination, This cer- 
tificate is good for one year.from date. of issuance. 


c, A life certificate is awarded those who have 
successfully passed the examination for the 
second-year certificate, who successfully com 
plete the prescribed work of the judges! 
school, and who secure a final grade of at 
least 85 on the examination. 


The certificates issued the persons passing the "Life 
Certificate" examination are good for a period of three 
years, but may be renewed without additional examination 
provided the holder returns and participates in the grain 
judges! school at least once in each three»year peri od.

All corn, small grain, and seed samples competing for 
premiums must be exhibited by the producer and must 
have been grown during the season of 1941, 


No exhibitor will be allowed to compete in more 
than one section, Samples must be entered for the 
section of the state in which they were grown, (See 
map on page 8,) 


An exhibitor may make entries in any or in all classes 
in which he is eligible, but he will be confined to 
one entry in any given class, 


Entries in the junior classes will be limited to 
regularly enrolled members of 4-H Clubs and to high 
school students who have completed during the past 
year a 4-H corn project or a corn project as part 
of their work in vocational agriculture. Counties 
and schools are limited to one entry for each ten 
members completing the corn project. All Junior 
entries must be made through and approved by the 
farm adviser or the high school teacher.

8, All exhibits of wheat, oats, barley, and soybeans 
must consist of one peck. 


9. All exhibits of clover (alsike, red, mammoth, or 
sweet), timothy and lespedeza must consist of one 
gallon. 


10, Exhibits of shelled corn, both open-pollinated and 
hybrid, must consist of one peck (14 pounds). Samples 
should be carefully graded, should have kernels of 
uniform size and shape, and should be typical of what 
the exhibitor considers his best seed corn, Treated 
samples will not be allowed to compete for prizes. 


Caution. Be sure to put your name and address on the 
box before placing any corn in it. If shipping more than 
one sample in a box, be sure the samples are separated and 
properly identified. In addition to including the name and 
_address of owner, indicate whether the samples are for 
ADULT or JUNIOR classes. 


Never ship valuable exhibit grain in pasteboard boxes 
or crates. If grain is worthy of transportation costs and 
exhibit space, it is good enough to merit careful packing 
in a good, strong container.

judges at this show will be considered as final. 


ANNUAL SCHOOL FOR GRAIN JUDGES 


The Illinois Crop Improvement Association, in coop- 
eration with the Department of Agronomy, conducts annu- 
ally during Farm and Home Week a school for seed and 
grain judges. At the conclusion of the school, an exam- 
ination is held and certificates as "Certified Grain 
Judge" are awarded to those who successfully complete 
the week's work and pass the examination. 


The rules governing this course are as follows: 


1. All persons taking the week's work and trying for 
the certificate must be members of the Crop Improve- 
ment Association, The annual dues for such members 
are $1.00, 


2; In order to qualify for the examination, persons 
must attend the school for judges. 
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3. In addition to attending the classes during the week, 
candidates must take the judges' examination given 
on Friday, This examination consists of judging 
single, lO-ear, and peck classes of corn, peck 
classes of wheat, oats, soybeans, clover seed, and 
other commonly grown Illinois farm seeds, and an 
oral examination designed to ascertain the reasons 
for the placings. 


4, "The Certified Grain Judge" certificates issued by the © 
Crop Improvement Association are given in three grades, 
depending upon the experience and training of the one 
trying for the honor. 


a, <A first-year certificate is awarded to those who 
are taking the examination for the first time and 
who secure a final grade of 75 or above. This 
certificate is good for one year from date of 
issuance, 


be. A second-year certificate is awarded to those who 
have successfully passed the examination for the 
first-year certificate, who have successfully 
carried the work of two judges' schools, and who 
secure a final grade of at least 80 on their examn- 
ination. This certificate is good for one year 
from date of issuance, 


c. A life certificate is awarded to those who have 
successfully passed the examination for the second- 
year certificate, who successfully complete the 
prescribed work cof the judges! school, and who 
secure a final grade of at least 85 on the examn- 
ination. 


The certificates issued to the persons passing the 
"Life Certificate" examination are good for a period of 
three years, but may be renewed without additional examin- 
ation provided the holder returns and participates in the 
grain judges! school at least once in each three-year 
period,
